Why ?—because while we don’t believe 
that dolls are people or that Harvey really 
exists, we do know that there is a Devil 
and we have a reasonable fear of him. 

When the Russians, then, at the UN 
are confronted with a request for prayers 
before the meetings, do they react as 
though belief in God were just an amiable 
superstition on the part of their fellow- 
members? Hardly! It seems as though they 
are terrified of God and they fight the pro~ 
position with might and main, thereby add- 
ing a proof to Theodacy by a sort of “re- 
verse English,” for one does not do battle 
with a non-entity!

Ir couldn’t happen to a nicer guy,” 
writes Father Martin Stevens in the current 
PRIEST. 

Sometime next month Frank Sheed, 
co-founder, president and husband-half of 
the publishing house of Sheed & Ward will 
receive, honoris causa, a doctorate of Sa- 
cred Theology especially authorized by the 
Holy See. It is a highly unique honor. 
There appears to be no precedent in modern 
times, if at all in history, for a Roman Con- 
gregation conferring a doctorate of theol- 
ogy on a layman. 

According to Father Stevens, “The 
honor poses just one small problem which 
worries his staff more than it does Mr. 
Sheed who welcomes problems, especially 
theological ones, with good humor and 
enormous zest. The problem is the four- 
pointed biretta which his new degree en- 
titles Mr. Sheed to wear. 

“But what will he wear it with?’ 
muses the staff. A neat pin-stripe? A 
sturdy British tweed? Tails perhaps? Aca- 
demic robes might be more suitable, but a 
bit unwieldly on the subway... .”. 

Perhaps Dr. Sheed’s best-known book 
is “Theology and Sanity,” which has won 
international acclaim and is used as a text- 
book in over forty colleges in this country. 
His “Nullity of Marriage” has become a 
standard work on the subject. He has also 
written “A Map of Life,” “Society and 
Sanity,” and “Communism and Man”—the 
last being a theological analysis of the 
Communist heresy. He has done numerous 
translations, including “The Confessions of 
St. Augustine.” 

In addition, Sheed & Ward have 
through the years published the best of 
Catholic thinking by such writers as Belloc 
(the firm’s first literary adviser), Chester- 
ton (Mrs. Sheed’s biography of him is a 
classic), Christopher Dawson, Ronald 
Knox, C. C. Martindale, and countless 
others.

God 
grant them ‘open hearts’ and ‘purity of intention.’ These 
spiritual qualities, joined to God’s grace, are the most im- 
portant factors in vocation recruitment. serving at the altar 
and the influence of the priest both have their value, but 
in the last analysis everything depends on the state of the 
soul of the boy and the grace he receives. 

‘I insist on my boys serving weekday Masses. This is 
far more important than serving Mass on Sunday, which is 
often a matter of external solemnity, observing rubrics, and 
being seen by the people. On weekdays the boys have to get 
up early before school, the church is quiet, few are in it, and 
they can concentrate on the Real Presence and the Sacrifice 
of Christ’s Body and Blood. This is the hour of grace when 
boys learn to pray, reach into God’s heart—when grace 
works its secret way. Eucharistic piety is the most magnetic 
influence leading boys to the priesthood. 

“Christ and the priest together are gardeners looking 
upon a boy’s soul as terrain to be cultivated—to be worked 
and refined and made generously fertile. To be a priest is 
to work with Christ for the world’s redemption. A soft altar 
boy cannot begin to grasp this; only the boy who has de- 
veloped Eucharistic devotion and who has inured himself 
to much personal sacrifice catches a glimpse of Christ's 
mind and heart and responds to His invitations. Mere serv- 
ing at the altar hardly serapes the surface of a boy’s soul. 
The boy who would be a priest must learn to live—that is, 
re-live—the life of Christ all over again. 

‘This is so deep and personal an experience, so abso- 
lutely unique in every boy’s case, that I personally put

A feature of a recent religious vo- 
cation exhibit at St. Ephrem’s par- 
ish, Brooklyn, N.Y., was a collection 
of letters from priests and nuns who 
had entered the religious life from 
the parish.

E have never met before, 
and doubtless we shall never meet 
again.

Just get 
yourself formed a bit by reading and, above 
all, by ‘seeing’ what others have done. Fail 
for the first year, try again and again and 
then you must. succeed.” 

What are the objections that a young 
man meets when he wants to become a 
Brother? | 

There are two, one from others and 
one from himself, Granted that God wants 
him for this vocation and no other, a pros- 
pective applicant must expect to meet mis- 
understanding as to the true nature of this 
religious vocation. Actually, there is one 
Brother for every five priests in the United 
States, a proportion that is not always ap- 
preciated. Further, there are many indica- 
tions that the real chaPacter of this vocation 
is being better understood because the 
aps bn see annual increase of vocations 
s higher (and has been for years) than vo- 
cations to the Sisterhood or even priest- 
hood. Since 1948, priests have increased 
12% %, Sisters 11% and Brothers 20%. 

The second objection comes from the 
individual himself. The years teach all of 
us that “self” is the greatest stumbling 
block, and our excuses, wherein we blame 
others, are often a coverup for our own 
weaknesses or faults. A™man of strong 
character can escape himself. It is often 
cowardly and a mark of weakness to refuse 
to face up to the fact that our personal life 
is, and must be, warfare. 

The best vocations are those who know 
their frailty, who enter the life of a Brother 
with great faith in God, unrestrained 
charity in dealing with others, and an ir- 
repressible spirit of joy and happiness. 
When these attitudes are found we can be 
sure that a vocation has a very fine promise 
of persevering in a life that keeps one close 
to God and has all the advantages that St. 
Bernard outlined for those who consecrate 
their talents to the service of the Master. 

What are the age limits for becoming 
a Brother? 

Some communities accept boys in the 
first year of high school, train them to be 
teaching Brothers or men who will express 
their service for Christ with their hands in 
carpentry, mechanics, or even in clerical 
or office work. Other groups prefer to have 
the young men enter after high school and 
some (as in the Maryknoll order) make the 
entrance age 21 because then a young man 
is about as well settled in his thinking and 
planning as one might reasonably expect. 

What are the chances of perseverance, 
not only in getting in, but in staying In un- 
til death? ee 

The stricter a community is in its con- 
ditions, the higher the rate of perseverance 


in the group. Where there are demands fot 


health examinations, a close checking of 
home condition, and a personal interview 
with the candidate, the chances of a true 
vocation being discovered are much higher. 
Where a community has a high level of 
discipline, where some thinking is done in 
regard to the Brothers (I have in mind 
Brothers in communities with priests), and 
where there is a strict schedule, the pro~- 
erances is very high.

The real cause of our failure in 
this regard is regrettable overwork—we are badly 
understaffed.” 


Knights of the Altar 


In view of these reports from France and Ger- 
many, it’s heartening to mention that during the pres- 
ent school year Father Leo Trese of the Detroit arch- 
diocese, one of America’s most competent priest- 
writers, has given American altar boys something 
very substantial to think about. He has worked out a 
careful series of articles for The Knights of the Altar 
on the meaning of their Baptism and Confirmation, of 
the remote preparation these sacraments constitute 
for the priesthood, and he has thoroughly explained 
Holy Mass, the Sacrifice at which these young men 
daily assist. ' 

The Knights of the Altar are a nation-wide so- 
ciety of altar boys founded in 1938 by the late Father 
Francis Benz of the St. Paul archdiocese. Headquarters 
of the society are at Notre Dame, Indiana, in the office 
of The Catholic Boy, official voice of the K. of A. At 
present there are over 2,100 parish units of the K. of 
A. throughout the U. S. and Canada. Over 53,000 serv- 
ers have béen enrolled in the society during the past 
three years alone. ; 

The purpose of the K. of A. is to inspire in altar 
boys an awareness of their dignity, and a responsible 


fulfilment of their duties; to help them understand 
their special privileges and spiritual benefits; and 
finally to establish a closeness between altar boys and 
priests in the sanctuary, sacristy, and outside. 

The good effects of the Knights, in terms of vo- 
cations, is startling. Writing in the Southern Colorado 
Register, Monsignor Patrick Stauter says, “In an east- 
ern diocese there are 57 units of the Knights of the 
Altar organized out of 125 parishes. In that same dio- 
cese eight young men who are to be ordained this 
year credit the Knights of the Altar with promoting 
the idealism and enrichment and appreciation of 
Catholic life that eventually led to their ascending 
the altar of God as ‘Other Christs.’ ” 

Father Robert Kearns, Maryknoll missioner in 
Arequipa, Peru, writes, “The chief reason we are in- 
terested in the Knights of the Altar here is to provide 
= altar boys and to obtain vocations for the native 
clergy.” | | 

From faraway New South Wales, Australia, Bill 
Burston, a layman, writes, “As we have no secon 
school for boys we thought that the Knights of the 
Altar might be good for our boys, as it is from their 
ranks we must draw our future vocations to the holy 
priesthood and religious life.”

After negotiating crucial 
concordats with Bavaria and Prussia 
Archbishop Pacelli was in 1929 recalled tc 
Rome and created a cardinal by this same 
Pius XI. One year later the Cardinal be- 
came the Pope’s Secretary of State, and so

As Secretary of State, Cardinal Pacelli 
broadened his already considerable travel- 
ing experience. Even under Leo XIII, he 
had gone on diplomatic missions to France 
and Belgium. Three occasions brought him 
to England as papal representative: the 
death of Victoria in 1901, the Eucharistic 
Congress of 1908, and the coronation of 
George V in 1911. It was in this last vear 
that the then Monsignor declined an invi- 
tation to teach Canon Law at the Catholic 
University of America. As Cardinal he 
visited the United States a quarter of a 
century later, traveling sixteen thousand 
miles in a single month. 

Six months before Germany marched 
across the Polish border and ignited the 
worst. war in history, Cardinal Pacelli was 
elected Pope by every vote but his own. 
Those months were ones of “feverish ac- 
tivity” in which Pius XII had to balance 
his desire to speak out boldly with his hope 
of being a last-minute mediator. 

Once war came, Pius mobilized the 
Vatican for war relief activities. The work 
of a single agency may suggest the vastness 
of his program: more than five and a half 
million messages were transmitted free of 
charge by the Vatican Information Service, 
messages concerning prisoners of war, dis- 
placed persons, and the like. When the 
Nazis took over Rome, five thousand Jews 
found refuge in church buildings, with the 
Holy Father himself donating gold for the 
ransom of others. 

From July, 1943, to March, 1944, the 
Eternal City underwent bombings which 
cost five thousand lives and wounded twice 
that number. The Pope of Peace was often 
the first person on the scene after a raid, 
his white robe soon stained with blood. To 
the wounded he offered priestly ministra- 
tions; to the needy he gave alms. The 
grayes of his own parents were split open 
by the first attack, and a number of bombs 
were later dropped on Vatican City itself. 

The war ended, but there was no peace. 
Communism seemed the chief victor in the 
conflict just passed, and now Italy itself 
underwent an epochal crisis. Thanks in 
large measure to the vigor of the Pope, 
Communism sustained a deetsive defeat in 
the Italian elections of 1948. 

Elsewhere, however, the Red terror 
thrived. For the first time in history, a 
Roman Cardinal was tried and sentenced 
by a civil court. Mindzsenty’s fate overtook 
in varying intensity Churchmen like 
Stepinac, Beran, and Wyszynski. Even now 
one hundred and fifty successors of the 
Apostles are in Communist prisons or 
othérwise cut off from their diocese by 
Communist interference. The historic 1949 
Decree excommunicating Catholic Com- 
munists reflected the mind of Pius on the 
stature of this global struggle. 

Aware that this struggle is ultimately 
spiritual, the Vicar of Christ has readied 
His flock to meet the crisis. The Holy Year

Making a Priest 


(Continued from page 1) answered questions about 
things that helped their vocation and things that 
hindered it. This data was tabulated, and some of the 
answers came to light. 


More than eight out of every ten seminarians, the 
survey revealed, come from families in urban areas 
(citigs and towns with a population of 2,500 and over). 
The larger cities, those of 100,000 population and over 
produce almost half of all the vocations. Further ex- 
amination along these same lines shows that the urban 
areas lead the rural areas not only numerically, which 
one would naturally expect, but also produce propor- 
tionally more vocations than the rural areas. The 
urban areas account for 82.3 percent of all the voca- 
tions, although only 80.4 percent of the Catholic popu- 
lation is located in such areas. Monsignor Ligutti, of 
the Catholic Rural Life Conference, in a “Survey of 
Catholic Weakness,” states that 19.4 percent of the 
Catholic population is settled in rural areas. These 
districts, according to our survey, supply only 14.3 
percent of the vocations. 


Precisely why the rural areas should lag behind 
the urban areas in promotion of vocations is difficult 
to establish. The survey did suggest, however, that 
there is a lack of contact between priests or religious 
and boys of seminary age. Often, it was pointed out, 
a young boy’s judgment of the priesthood will be based 
on what he sees in one priest. The lack of sufficient 
educational facilities also enters the picture, for this 
lessens the opportunities for personal contact between 
priests and the young men. 


Whether the seminarians came from city or farm 
one thing stood out with forceful clarity in their 
answers and comments. That one thing is the import- 
ance of a good, Catholic home in the production of 
vocations. Four out of every five stated that they were 
greatly helped and influenced in their decision to 
study for the priesthood by the solid, religious atmos- 
phere of their homes. Little things like praying to- 
gether and playing together, like the respect of the 
parents for priests and religious and the overall ex- 
ample of good. Catholic living produce an environ- 
ment that fosters vocations. 


On the other hand there were others who re- 
ported that parents and relatives opposed their en- 
trance into a seminary. This was a small group, but 
nevertheless a significant group. It calls attention to 
the need for adult education in matters pertaining to 
vocations. These young men feel that parental oppo- 
sition and discouragement is the result of ignorance 
and misunderstanding of the true nature of a vocation 
and the exalted position of the priest; so they earnest- 
ly advocate more talks directed toward the parents 
that bring out what it means to have a son called to 
the priesthood. 


The family most productive of vocations is rather 
large when compared to the “average” family of the 
United States. It consists of three to five children. The 
survey also brought out, however, that 5.4 percent of 
the seminarians came from a family of only one child. 


It is not at all unusual to hear stories of poor 
families giving their sons to study for the priesthood. 
The story of Saint Pius X shows that such things really 
do happen. But there is a tendency to emphasize such 
stories so much that it is often assumed that most 
priests come from poor families. This is simply not 
the case. | 

Our survey showed that the families most pro- 
ductive of vocations were those that have at least 
some economic security and stability. This is reflected 
in the fact that eight out of every ten seminarians 
stated that their families are in the middle class 
economically speaking. Only 3.3 percent placed their 


families in the upper class, and 15.2 percent in the . 


lower class. This impression of economic security is 
further heightened by the fact that seven out of every 
ten reported that their families own their own homes, 


while one out of every five said that their parents 


owned their own business or farm. 

Looking over the occupations of the “bread- 
winner” of the seminarians’ families, one finds that 
no one class of employment predominates. The bread- 
winner in one out of every six families (16.6%) is a 
manager. Other occupations represented in order of 
frequency are: industrial 14%; craftsman 12%; pro- 


fessional service, firemen, policemen, and civil service 


11%; professional 10%; clerical 10%; farmer 7.6%; 
operative, such as cab and truck drivers 3.7%. Another 
9.2% were classified as miscellaneous. 

Almost three out of every four seminarians 
(70.2%) received their entire elementary education in 
parochial schools. This fact brings out rather dra- 
matically the value of and the necessity for parochial 
schools. The importance of the Religious teacher in 
education is also underlined, for two out.of every three 
seminarians received their entire elementary educa- 
tion from a Religious. 

On the high school level the statistics are equally 


striking. Almost half of the seminarians received all - 


their secondary education in a Catholic high school, 
while only one in six went to the seminary from a 
public high school. Others attended both Catholic and 
public high schools or went to the minor seminary for 
their secondary education. 

These statistics encourage once again all the ef- 
forts that have been made to provide adequate educa- 
tional facilities for all Catholic young men and women 
and to see that such facilities are used. At the same 
time, however, it does point out that vocations can

Are You Listening to God? 


FATHER RAY GRIBBIN 


How often, I wonder, 
have you heard your mother 
call you? A hundred times? 
A thousand times? Ten 
thousand times? I guess 
you really couldn’t count 
them all. She has called you 
when you were out playing. 
She has called you when 
you were upstairs. She has 
called you when you were 
in the basement. 

Most of the time, no doubt, 
she called you by name— 
“Jimmy!” or “Mary!” or 
whatever your name is. 

But I am sure that there 
have been times when she 
has called you in other ways. 
There have been times when 
she sent someone to you, to 
tell you that she wanted 
you. There may have been 
times when she wrote a note, 
to tell you to meet her at 
your grandmother’s house. 

And Ill bet there were 
other times when she called 
you without even using a 
word. You know those 
times. Usually there are 
lots of people around, like 
at a party. You are in one 
part of the room, and your 
mother is in another. For 
some reason you look at her, 
and you can tell by her eyes 
that she wants you. 

Sometimes other people 
remind you that your mother 
wants you. Maybe you are 
playing in the house down 
the street and the lady of the 
house says, “Jimmy, I am 
sure that your mother wants 
you to go home now.”

And so can God.

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Your Vocation 


Mosr of the married people I know sh 
married. Most of the people I know in élicinn deate 
be in religion. And most of the single people I know 
should be single, at least for the time being. Which is 
only another way of saying that most of the people I 
know have found their right vocation in life 

“ But that’s not saying that all these people are 
happy. Most certainly all of them are not. In fact an 
amazing number of them are unhappy—even though 
they have found their vocation. 

Well, you say, what’s wrong then? Isn’t finding 
one’s vocation an automatic entrance into a happy 
life? Don’t the priests, nuns and parents tell you that 
unless you find your vocation you'll never lead a 
happy life and if you do find it then you'll lead a 
happy life? 

Yes! Yes! It certainly is essential to find one’s 
vocation. I wouldn’t deny that for a moment. But 
while the others are talking about the necessity of 
discovering one’s vocation, I want to use the oppor- 
tunity to express still another thought. 

__ It’s this: It’s one thing to find your vocation. It’s 
still another thing to live up to it. As has been ob- 
served, most people do eventually find their vocation. 
The trouble sets in when they begin to compromise 
their precious vocation, once they have found it. 

Look at the facts yourself. Cast an eye around you 
and see how many people you know who are unhappy 


in their vocation even though you are just as sure that . 


they belong exactly where they are. 

For instance, when two people get married, they 
pledge their entire future to one another. A married 
couple is not going to continue happy for long, for 
instance, if John is compromising. He wants his cake 
and he wants to eat it too. He wants the old life along 
with the new. It won’t work. He isn’t living up to his 
vocation. Or vice versa. Or Mary, who might have had 
a tendency to flirt through her teenaged years—just 
to be popular—keeps on flirting a bit, still just to be 
popular. This too causes a lot of haranguing, arguing 
and maybe a week-end binge or so on the part of 
John—just to show Mary. Call this happiness? 

You can draw the same anology right on through 
the other vocations. If you are going to be a good re- 
ligious, a happy religious you have to make up your 
mind you’re going to live that vocation to the fullest. 
You have to go all the way. Anything else won’t do. 
Just because you put on a religious habit isn’t going to 
assure happiness. We all have met an occasional un- 
happy priest or nun. It’s not always because they 
shouldn’t have been a priest or nun in the first place. 
Not at all. When you hear such a statement it’s usual- 
ly an “old wive’s tale.” Rather these people are un- 
happy because they are not living up to their vocation. 
They are trying to mix in some self indulgence, éven 
though slight, with their vows to Christ and the 
Church. It won’t work in marriage. It won’t work in 
religion. It won’t work anywhere. 

We haven’t said anything about the vocation to 
the single state but the same thing holds true with it. 
This is a difficult vocation but if one is to be happy in 
it, it must be lived up to. Many people find that this 
is their vocation too. And to try to avoid it invites dis- 
aster of the worst type. How many people there are 
who get married or or even enter religion because of 
a fear of the single state. Or if they do not go to that 
extent, many try to escape by unlawful playing around 
with those already committed to other vocations, 
Whatever the case, we priests meet them often. They 
are unhappy people and they make others unhappy 
because they do not live up to their vocation. I would 
like to say more about this particular vocation and I 
will at another time. Suffice it for now to mention 
that this is a vocation blessed with untold opportuni- 
ties for great sanctity and much good for others. 

High school students can pretty well judge how 
they would measure up to such a vocation by ascer- 
taining whether or not they are able to do it now 
while still in school. Their vocation at the present Is 

' the single life. That most of them would find it diffi- 
cult to live up to the single life if that were necessary, 
is evidenced by the fact that so many resort to “going 
steady.” | Pipe 

This custom amounts in most cases to signing 
over one’s full time and attention to another of the 
opposite sex, (even if only for a week or a month. ) It 
is definite and agreed to by both parties—just as in 
engagement or marriage. Thus it appears that many of 
our high school youth are already compromising their 
vocation not only to the single life at present but to 
the married or religious life later on. By going steady 
they are already forming the habit of compromise—of 
not living up to their state of life. And that’s Just what 
we don’t need in carrying out our life’s work—a spirit 
of compromise. 

So it’s something everyone should think over in 
choosing a vocation. In the Gospel Our Lord tells us 
to nd “not look back.” In other 

that it is not enough merely 


to choose and accept a vocation. There must accom~ 
pany this choice a “determination for total dedication

Balancing the. Books 


RT. REV. MSGR. JOHN S. KENNEDY 


SouipLy doctrinal is The Living Bread by 
Thomas Merton (Farrar, Straus and Cudahy. $3). 
Dealing, as the title indicates, with the Holy Eucharist, 
it “was written primarily as a summary of the 
Church’s teaching on the Eucharist.” The author ex- 

resses the hope that it “will not be found too super- 
icial.” By whom? 

There may be a few eminent experts on the sub- 
ject qualified to sift the book’s quality down to the 
finest grains and find fault with some of these. But 

even they are not likely to do any 

muttering about superficiality. To 

the ordinary reader the book will 

very likely’ come as a revelation, 

though parts will prove rather rocky 

going.

Kennedy yield a good part of its meaning to 
patient examination, 

So much writing about the Eucharist is senti- 
mental and peripheral, merely darting around the 
edges of the subject or waxing emotional about it. But 
rere there is a plunge into the heart of the mystery, 
as charted by the Scriptures, the Fathers of the 
Church, the theologians. Yet the main effect of the 
book is not confined to the intellect, is not just en- 

ghtenm Its impact is, rather, on the will, where 
it kindles a glowing fire of love. 

The great problem of our God-forgetting time Is 
one of love. How can we make good our obligation to 
love God, to love ourselves, to love one another? 
Through vital union with God in the Eucharist. 
Through discovering ourselves in Him there. Through 
living at one with Christ by means of the Sacrament 
of His love. 

The whole mission of Christ in the world, Father

Looked at from our side, the whole Christian life 
Christ living in us, living in us His love of the Fa- 
r and the Holy Spirit, Christ showing us our ‘true 
elves in His love, Christ uniting us in this love with 

r brothers. And that is principally (in the sense not 
nly of chiefly, but of radically too) accomplished 
hrough the Eucharist. 

Father Merton shows how this is done in the Mass, 
in Holy Communion, and. in meditation and contem- 
plative prayer before the Blessed Sacrament. He shows 
how liturgical worship and personal devotion comple- 
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cerned. He shows how positive and integral Christian 
living proceeds from the Eucharist. He shows how the 
Eucharist and the Church are bound together, to use 
@ startling phrase, as “really two bodies of Christ.” 

There is no one who, reading this book, will not 
find his celebration of, or assistance at, Mass en- 
riched; who will not see his reception of Holy Com- 
munion in a wonderfully different way; who will not 
be impelled to spend more time in adoration of the 
Eucharistic Christ in visits and holy hours. 

Though everything in this straitly organized work 
contributes to its strong effect, it is at its best when it 
is simplest. Then, critically and prayerfully thought 
Out truths are limpidly expressed and strike straight 
home to head and heart. 

There is here a wealth of material for meditation, 
and priests, having assimilated it to the intensification 
of their own priestliness, can use it as a basis for a 
whole series of sermons.

Many bits are changed or cut so that 
it isn’t fair that an individual should rate a 
play Objectionable in itself when the play 
as presented may be not at all so.” 

The theatre’s Admittance. Cost and 
Age Appeal are two other factors.

WORLD AND GOD 


(Continued.from page 14) of three and seven, the 
world of nature is, for the child, an endlessly fascinat- 
ing, mystifying, wonderful place. He is Marco Polo 
and Christopher Columbus without ever leaving his 
own backyard. He is thrilled beyond measure at dis- 
covering an earthworm, a spider, a caterpillar. He 
delights in getting wet in the rain, in playing in the 
soft mud; in rolling in the snow; in his shadow; in 
climbing tall trees and in digging deep holes. (One 
summer night our boys captured dozens of fireflies 
and smuggled them upstairs. We were days getting 
them out of the house. At night they glowed softly in 
our dark bedrooms, to our consternation and the boys’ 
delight. ) 

While the child is small he will look to us to con- 

irm or correct his vivid first impressions. Too often, 
xcept for a few pious verses about the beautiful 
lowers and trees that God created, quoted to him 
Imost as an afterthought, our attitude toward many 
he things God created is amused, faintly patron- 
, disinterested or outright contemptuous. 
What is the reaction when our two-year old comes 
toddling back from an excursion through the yard 
proudly carrying a fat, moist earthworm? It certainly 
requires from most of us a great effort to share his 
enthusiasm. If we refuse to make the necessary effort 
of imagination required to see this dirty little worm 
through his eyes, our unthinking reaction is likely to 
be plain ‘disgust, or undisguised amusement at his 
ridiculous pride in this unimportant find. But a child 
is deeply mortified to find his honest emotions a source 
of amusement or that the object of his pride is an ob- 
ject of disgust to his all-knowing parents: and to avoid 
being mortified, he quickly adopts his parents’ atti- 
tudes as his own. Let the experience be repeated a few 
times, and we have taught him an indelible lesson in 
contempt for much God has created. 

It takes a tremendous effort to respect his emo- 
tions, certainly, but it should be very rewarding. If 
we can confirm his delight in and his respect for the 
things that God created we will have done much to 
prepare him to love God. At an age when he simply 
cannot understand our explanations of what or who 
God is, he is already beginning to learn a great deal 
about Him, by learning to know the things that He 
made. As he learns to know and love the world God 
made, he is learning to know and love God. When he 
is a little older, he quickly accepts the information that 
God is all-powerful, that He made the universe from 
nothing. All of creation has for him such a magical 
quality that he does not find this fact more surprising 
are the bird’s sudden flight or the sun poised above 

im. 

It's difficult, but we've got to swallow our pride 
and “become as little children.” We’ve got to forget 
how superior we feel to all the humble birds, beasts 
and insects with which God chose to populate the 
earth. Perhaps our pride rejects them because we can- 
not really understand them or why they exist. What- 
ever the reason, we’ve got to see them anew through 
the child’s eyes. We’ve got to be humble enough to re- 
spect them simply because God made them, even if we 
can't understand why. : 

This is a pleasant enough responsibility when he 
is three months and delighted with his newly-discov- 
ered hands, but the responsibility becomes more bur- 
densome at one when he insists on running the con- 
stant risk of killing himself. It grows more difficult 
when he must submit to toilet training. (How easy it 
is to confuse modesty with shame, and, without real- 
izing it, to plant seeds of misconception and even con- 
tempt for his own body.) It’s tiresome at three or four 
when he’s full of “whys” and begins to carry in worms 
caterpillars and mudpies. (For days one of our boys 
treasured a green caterpillar as big as a cigar. He ate 
and slept with this terrifying creature in a box be- 
side him, and told me gravely that he was sure it was 
worth a lot of money.) It takes time, trouble and 
money to provide the books, the hobby and craft sup- 
plies, the help, the music lessons, he'll want as he 
are older, |

when is a young man old enough to begin 
Should a boy enter the seminary right after grade 
school or should he wait till he has finished hich 
school? The wish of Holy Mother Church has Bees 
clearly expressed a number of times that the training 
should begin at the earliest possible age. Various con- 
ditions often render the fulfillment of this desire im- 
a or impractical. 
he survey, of course, did not supply an 
for this old question, but it did iiow ‘that has a 
wide variation in the ages at which seminarians be-- 
gan their studies. Some few began when they were 
only ten years old; others when they were forty-five 
Obviously these are the exceptional cases, but they do 
show that a vocation can come at any time. The ma- 
jority of young men begin their studies between the 
ages of fourteen and twenty-one. Seven out of every 
ten begin their studies during this period. In greater 
detail the picture is: 21 percent enter between 14 and 
15; 19.7 percent between 16 and 17; 22.8 percent en- 
ter between 18 and 19; and 10.2 percent enter between 
the ages of 20 and 21. 

Approximately one out of every six seminarians 
(17%) is an ex-serviceman. That is the simple fact, 
but there is much discussion whether military life 
helps or hinders vocations. Many seminarians contend 
that it is harmful and suggest that something be done 
to help young men in this connection. Others state that 
service in the armed forces can be productive of vo- 
cations. Military life has a maturing influence. Young 
men get a better picture of life and its values; they 
may see for the first time the value of the priesthood 
and realize that they might have a vocation. 

Among the various other influences affecting the 
seminarians’ choice of vocation serving in the sanc- 
tuary holds a prominent place. Seven out of every ten 
served regularly. (See article on page one, this issue.) 
One out of every three report that this close contact 
with the Mass and the sacred liturgy of the Church 
played a very important role in the decision to be- 
come a priest. Others report that serving did influ- 
ence their choice, but to a lesser extent. Only one in 
twenty-five said that serving had no influence at all. 

The possibility of making servers’ groups real 
sources of vocations is illustrated forcefully in one 
seminarians’ observation, ‘In the past history of our 
town there were four vocations in eighty years. Since 
our pastor’s coming, there are about ten who are in 
studies (during 10 years’ time) ... He sincerely loves 
his servers!” 

This remark leads us naturally into a considera- 
tion of the role of the priest in the promotion of vo- 
cations. As one might expect, the good example of the 
priest, his holiness of life, was one of the most power- 
ful factors in leading a boy to choose the priesthood 
as his life. Three out of every four boys mentioned 
just this fact. There were only a few (7%) who were 
hindered by what they saw in priests such as their

lack of contact with people and their lack of a Christ-_ 


like spirit in some instances. 

The greatest stumbling block, the greatest hind- 
rance to vocations was the lack of sufficient know- 
ledge. Vocational talks are helpful, but there are not 
enough of them, and what there are are often not in- 
formative enough. Parents often fight against what 
they think the seminary or the priesthood is. Young 
men often see only the sacrifices entailed in the priest- 
hood. What .is needed is clear, concise information that 
gives the whole picture. It should tell of the rough 
times and the smooth, of the play and the work, of the 
sacrifices and the rewards. But most of all it should 
be made clear that a vocation, a call to be a mediator 
between God and man, to be another Christ, is the 
greatest gift a man can receive from God. 

In the last sentence you have the answer to the 
question with which we started. The priesthood is a 
gift of God; vocations come from God’s bountiful grace. 
The things we have considered are only the natural 
foundations, the raw materials upon which God’s 
grace works. It is interesting and helpful to know 
these natural things so we can cooperate intelligently 
with grace. But the real work for vocations and vo- 
cation promotion is prayer. This is a work that be- 
longs to every ‘member of the Church, Everyone 
should pray constantly that God be generous with 
the grace of vocations,-that He send good, holy la- 
borers into the waiting harvest.
